On February 22, five repre¬ 
sentatives of the staff of the 
HIGH POINT joined their jour¬ 
nalistic fellows at a workshop 
sponsored by Saint Francis Col¬ 
lege and the Tablet, at the new 
campus of Saint Francis College. 
Co-editors, Kenneth Tom and 
Pete Mitchell, attended with 
sports writer, Louis Ross, artman, 
Greg Zoltowski; and Tom Sameruga 
of the news staff. 

Throughout the morning the pro¬ 
fessional array of speakers included 
Father Hugh Morley, O.F.M., repre¬ 
sentative of the international Union of 
the Catholic Pressin the United 
Nations; J. Edward Pridday, Assistant 
editor of the Catholic News; and 
Philip Pepe, a sports writer for the 
New York World Telegram and Sun. 
The assemblage of more than 400 
students, representing virtually every 
Catholic High School throughout the 
Diocese, received instructions concern¬ 
ing editing, reporting, writing and 
lay-out. 

Toward noon, luncheon was served 
to the group by the college. 

There were two informative films, 
entitled, “Your Career in Journalism” 
and Behind the Type.” 

The closing conference was lead by 
Mr. Jack Griffin of U.P.I. Although 
Mr. Griffin is a sportswriter, he gave 
a clear exposure to all fields of journal¬ 
ism for those in the group who would 
choose any of these as a career. He 
spoke of the hard work, the late hours, 
the difficult situations in which a re¬ 
porter will find himself, but also added 
that the salaries could be rewarding 
and the personal contact with history 
in the making brought new verve to 
each day's experience. 

The workshop was helpful to those 
in attendance. Our observers reported 
to a general meeting of the High Point 
staff. 




The portals of Bishop Ford High School were opened for the first time on March 20, in order 
to welcome the freshman class of 1963. The registration was supervised by the Franciscan Brothers 
and lasted each morning for three days. At the close of the registration, 477 had joined the ranks 
of Ford. 

They represent the Catholic populace from thirty-nine Parishes within the diocese, seventeen of 
which are new to the Bishop Ford register. Admission to Ford was based upon entrance exam¬ 
ination and Parish Quota which is established by Diocesan Officials. 

The new freshman were fortunate in being the first to enter the new building officially, but 
with their coming the present enrollment is optimistic relative to their date for entrance. 

The construction of the school is 


advancing rapidly. The Franciscan 
Friary located on the top floor is 
nearing completion. It will house the 
forty Franciscan Brothers who will 
eventually staff the school when it 
reaches the peak enrollment of 1800 
students. The ten additional Brothers 
who will increase the teaching staff 
next semester will be complemented 
by a similar increase of laymen. 

With our expected entrance into 
our building and a new freshman 
class, many other dreams will be 
reality. In order to achieve the edu¬ 
cation of the “Whole Man,” which 
already is tradition at Ford and a 
trademark of Franciscan education, 
there will be an increase of social 
activities, more editions of HIGH 
POINT, more and expanded club ac¬ 
tivities, religious exercises and organ¬ 
izations, music, orchestra, dance band, 
drama, athletics, physical training - 
ad infinitum. Some day the students

Language Laboratory 
Modern Ford Feature 


Through the efforts of Brother Dermot, plans have been com¬ 
pleted for the installation of a language laboratory which will 
accommodate forty-five students. 

Each student will be situated in an isolated, sound-proof booth 
which will provide the individual with a head set microphone, 

' enabling the student not only to listen 
to the language tapes, but also to 
record his own voice, giving him the 
opportunity to employ methods of 
self-correction. This will greatly com¬ 
plement the teaching techniques being 
utilized in the foreign language pro¬ 
gram. 

The room will be air-conditioned 
in order to provide the necessary 


comfort for each student and to pre¬ 
vent noises from the Parkway which 
would be harmful to this procedure. 

The Lingua-Trainer, which is the 
type of laboratory which has been 
chosen, is the most advanced of its 
kind. Bishop Ford students will be 
given every opportunity for perfecting 
foreign language skills.

TO FAR PLACES, 

THE STORY OF 
FRANCIS X. FORD 

by Eva K. Bitz; 192 pages; 
Hawthorn Books. 

This book is a definitive study of 
the life of Bishop Ford, beginning 
with his early life in Brooklyn, and 
ending with his death at a Communist 
Chinese prison camp. 

The book doesn’t start immediately 
with “he was born on . . .”, but in¬ 
stead begins by recounting some of 
the everyday events in his everyday 
life during 1903 and afterwards (he 
was eleven in 1903). The author does 
this for three chapters and then 
cleverly introduces the fact that he 
was born in 1892. 

The story then goes on to tell of 
his life at Cathedral College, and of 
his membership on its paper, The 
Chimes. Then Father James A. Walsh 
comes to the College and gives a talk 
on missionary activities and of a new 
Missionary Order. After his lecture, 
Father Walsh is stopped by Francis 
Ford, who tells the priest of his eager¬ 
ness to join the new order. 

Then, that August, he received a 
note from Father Walsh that he could 
come to the Seminary in September, 
Francis threw himself into his new 
life at the Seminary. He did every¬ 
thing he was assigned as best as he 
possibly could. He continued in his 
studies and was ordained. 



On September 17, '1918, Father 
Ford, together with some other Mary- 
knoll Priests left Maryknoll on their 
trip to China. They arrived on De¬ 
cember 21 of that same year and 
were warmly greeted by the Chinese. 

As soon as they settled down, the 
priests made plans to better the mis¬ 
sion compound. By 1919, a leper 
home and an orphanage were oper¬ 
ating. The mission then operated 
peacefully for a number of years. In 
1925, Father Ford was transferred to 
another missionary area, with the 
home station in the town of Kazing. 
The first thing he did there was the 
setting up of a Seminary to teach the 
native Chinese boys and young men, 
so they could become priests. The 
school progressed smoothly and when 
they were ordained, the native priests 
went out and taught the population. 
This increased the number of Chinese 
Catholic tremendously. The mission 
worked very well. On September 21, 
1929, Monsignor Ford was consecrated 
a Bishop. 

When the Japanese attacked China 
in 1937, Russia took this to its ad¬ 
vantage and “helped” China by help¬ 
ing the Communist Party there and so 
slowly took over China. 

Bishop Ford told his congregation 
of what the Communists were really 
trying to accomplish, not to help the 
people, but enslave them. His courage 
made him a great enemy to Com¬ 
munism. This caused his arrest, along

with his secretary, Sister Joan Marie, 
on December 22, 1950. The Sister 
and the Bishop were held prisoners 
for three months, while the Reds 
worked out a case against the Bishop. 
He was, of course, charged with 
grevious crimes against the State, and 
was told that he had to go to Canton 
to be tried. He was tortured during 
the whole trip and was thrown into 
another prison when they reached 
Canton. 

In August 1952, Sister Joan Marie 
was told that Bishop Ford was dead. 
She was then put into a car, and taken 
to a graveyard and shown the grave- 
marker, and was told that Bishop 
Ford was buried there. She didn’t 
know whether to believe the Com¬ 
munist’s or not, but prayed for the 
Bishop anyway. The Sister was then 
“expelled” to Hong Kong. 

This is a very informative book, 
and should be read by every Ford 
student. It will be in our new school 
library.
